Bridging Gap Between Idealists 
And Technicians Puzzles Scientists

The International Congress of the History of Science 
meeting in Jerusalem broke up into four sections devoted to 
the different sciences yesterday morning, and in the after-' 
plenary to discuss the basic philosophy 


of the movement. 

At the general meeting at the 
YM.CA. Prof. G. Sarton, Pre- 
sident of the International Aca- 
demy of the History of Science, 
discussing “Science versus the 
Humanities: the History of 
Science.” said that as a student 
of Arabic culture and civiliza- 


the Hebrew University en Mount 
Scopus. . 

The greatest problem of our 
age, according to Prof. Sarton, 
is “how to reconcile science with 
the humanities, how to bridge 
the growing abyss between well- 
meaning but ignorant idealuts 
— the one hand, and uneducat- 


tact with man himself-and his 
welfare. Students are deserting 
the humanities and entering the 
more productive, yet at the same 


time, intellectually restricting | 


sciences. 

The study of the history of 
science has been championed as 
a means to bring the scientist 
back to man, by interesting him- 
self in the men who produced 
ideas, and in the development of 
human thought.
